In yesterday's article we dwelt on the situation as re- 
garding our employes, and suggested that it is imperative 
that we increase wages if we expect to retain the loyal em- 
ployes who have remained with us during most trying 
times and at a time when they can easily secure higher 
wa;es elsewhere than we have been able to pay them. We 
suggested that this is one reason why we should be granted 
a slightly higher rate for gas and electricity furnished to 
the people of Daytona. Seabreeze and Daytona Beach. 
1 he cost of a majority of the supplies used in and about 
the plant have advanced from 7 5.per cent to 
1 75 per cent 
above former costs. 
TTe cost of gas oil, used in the mak-in- g 
of gas. has jumped from 3 
cents a gallon to 
1 7 cents a 
cpUon. 
The cost of steam fuel has advanced in propor- 
tion; coal and coke used in the gas plant has advanced 100 
per cent. 
" 


The fact that gas, ice and electricity are no longer 
con-sid-r-- ed 
as luxuries but as necessities of the home, should 
be considered by the people in weighing our proposed re- 
quest for an increase in gas and electric rates. 
A public 
utility in a healthful condition can be considered an asset 
to a community. 
One in financial embarrassment is a det- 
riment to any city. 
Daytona is one of the few places in 
F londa where the public service company lias maintained 
a high standard of service during the past few years. Other 
towns have had poor service because the utilities compan- 
ies were not in a position to finance their plants to meet 
the conditions. 
The public utility company must of ne- 
cessity have sufficient revenue to furnish a service in keep- 
ing with the progress of the city. 
Capital cannot be se- 
cured to make improvements and betterments unless the 
company is paying a reasonable amount on the capital al- - 
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We feel that we are entitled to a temporary increase in 
the rates for gas and electricity to meet the advancing costs 
and to enable us to meet current expenses and pay a fair 
retum on the capital invested. 
Everything else that a per- 
son uses is from 100 per cent to 300 per cent higher than 


pre-wa- r 
prices, but your public service company has been" 
getting the same prices for its products. 
While some com- 
modities are decreasing in price there has been no decrease 
in anything entering into the making of gas and electricity, 
and wejjave no hopes held out to us that there will be any 
decrriase in the near future. 
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
